In all these cases, no matter n me 
incomes does not come up to $3,000, 
returns have to be made. This should 
be clearly understood in the interpre¬ 
tation that those whose incomes, as 
in the ease of married men or unmar¬ 
ried, are exempt from taxation up to a 
certain figure need not send in their 
returns, so long as this income is 
earned from fixed salaries, this up- 
lies, hut not otherwise. I

Reports received by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture indicate 
that the crop acreage this year will 
be much larger than last year. Some 
of the estimates show as much as 
500,000 acres in advance of 1926.

The ratepayers of Stavely voted on| 
Tuesday in favor pf the by-law au¬ 
thorizing the sale of the electric 
lighting system to the Calgary Power 
Company, the majority being 52 to 2. 

The Calgary Power Company has 
now secured franchises on this line 
.front Calgary as far -south as Stavely 
and on the Aldersyde line they may 
rest assured of securing franchises in 
every town and village as far south 
as Nobleford. This shows a steady 
progress in Southern Alberta toward 
hydro electrification and it is predict¬ 
ed that nearly all the towns and vil- 
larges will he linked up with the high 
tension transmission lines of the Cal¬ 
gary Power Company. Although the 
utilities situation in Calgary and 
Lethbridge are still very much in 
doubt with several concerns negotia¬ 
ting for the franchises, the Calgary 
Power Company is quietly going 
ahead with its plans to extend Its 
market for “juice” in the rural south. 
To this end attractive franchises, pro¬ 
viding continuous light- and power 
service at a basic rate of 10 cents per 
kwh are / being , offered the various 
municipalities and generally are prov¬ 
ing acceptable. 

Wherever they are operating, the 
C. P. Co. is giving the very best of 
service and negotiations have been 
carried but in a harmonious manner. 

The town of Claresholm is entering 
•into negotiations relative to the tak¬ 
ing over of the local power plant by 
the Calgary Power Co. 

The vote at Carmangay on Monday, 
for the Calgary Power Co. franchise, 
was unanimous. Not one vote being i 
recorded as against.

Highwood wel* Has the drill down 
to a depth of 2222 feet in a 12*2 inch 
hole. 

Macleod No. 2 which is a producer, 
will he ueepened into the limestone as 
soon as possible. 

Spooner iso. 1 well, the new noie 
located about a mile -west of Vulcan 
No. 1 producer, is again in the ring, 
the crew having successfully over¬ 
come the task ol drilling by some 500 
feet ol collapsed casing. As a matter 
of fact, new hole has already been 
made, the depth of the well being 2,- 
865 feet now. Drilling was temporar¬ 
ily halted to lower the 10-inch casing 
on account of some caving encounter¬ 
ed at 2,865 foot level. The log of the 
well indicates that the drill should en¬ 
counter the principal producing sand 
in the Dakota in about another 100 
feet of drilling. j 

Regent No. 1 in Turqer Valley is 
another well hanging up a record for 
fast drilling, as the crew at this hole 
reported a depth of 1500 feet Satur¬ 
day last and drilling fast. Drilling 
commenced only 24 days ago at this 
writing and the average depth drilled 
per day was 62% feet.
